BONNIE McNEELY had always 
hoped to start her own school 
where she could create a safe, sane 
environment for children. And, 
after she began her training on the 
Saint Hill Special Briefing Course 
at ASHO, that dream became a 
reality. 


Soon after she had started teaching 
high school in 1970, she heard about 
L. Ron Hubbard's Study Technology.

Today, 
in the spring of 1976, Apple School in 
Los Angeles has 162 students with 40 
more waiting to start next fall. A new 
Apple School has opened in Denver and 
by September there will be others in 3 
more California communities. Bonnie 


is also managing another similar school 
in Flagstaff, Arizona.

The School's effectiveness is reflected 
in student attitudes. Discipline problems 
are practically unheard of. Students, 
enthusiastic about their classes, quickly 
learn good judgement on behavior 
without having to be forced to study 
under threat of punishment. 

Bonnie attributes the overwhelming 
success of Apple School to her training 
at ASHO.

Test scores show results 


The above bar graph shows scores of Apple 
School children from 4th through 8th grade on 
the reading battery of tests from the Compre- 
hensive Tests of Basic Skills published by 
CTB/McGraw Hill from Fall 1974 through 
Fall 1975. 

The scores are reported in terms of the 
student's grade level of achievement, called 
grade equivalent. This graph shows total result 
of reading tests, which include both vocabulary 
and reading comprehension. 

Between Fall 1974 and Spring 1975, the 
Behavioral Research Laboratories programmed 
reading instruction program, widely used in 
public schools, was used at Apple School. Test 
scores showed acceptable increases in grade 
equivalent in all grades but Grade 7. 

At the beginning of Fall semester, 1975, 
full application of L. Ron Hubbard's Study 


Technology was put in. Teachers were fully 
trained in it, students in all grades received 
specific instruction in the exact technology of 
study developed by Hubbard. Interestingly 
enough, there was no formal reading program 
in the school until after the fall testing due to 
late arrival of reading materials.

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Four ‘years ago, Applied Scholastics Incorporated 
began operations in the United States to deliver the 
study technology of L. Ron Hubbard into the society's 
school systems and to cause Ron to be recognized as 
source in the field of educational reform. 

Today, there are Applied Scholastics offices through- 
out the world offering Ron's Study Tech to general 
public and teachers and students in private and public 
institutions. 

Reducing illiteracy and crime — the result of poor 
education — are the targets which Applied Scholastics 
has set in striving to create a saner society. 

At Applied Scholastics, the first gradient is learning 
how to learn, according to William J. Goens, president of 
Applied Scholastics U.S. and winner of the World of 
Tomorrow Education Committee's 1974 Educator of 
the Year Award.

Among the major achievements accomplished 
through Applied Scholastics have been in the area of 
improving reading and subject skills. At East Los Angeles 
College a “How to Study" program was held for 
students who were in academic difficulty. Reading 
Vocabulary went from 9.1 (9.0 indicates ninth grade 
level) to 10.1 and Reading Comprehension from 9.8 to 
10.9, 

In another program at the same college, a group of 
75 students had dropped out or were about to drop 
out. Of these, 69 enrolled in an Applied Scholastics 
how-to-study class; 68.3% of them were able to become 
successful students, with an average grade point increase 
of .75 the next semester.

_ For 10 fifth graders at Fulton Elementary, Toledo, 
- Ohio last September, it looked like another dreary year, 
just like the previous five apathetic years. Their future 


didn’t look too promising. September state tests had 
pegged their reading grade average at 3.1. 


And helping other people? A pretty foreign idea. _ 


Fighting for survival, in their homes, on the streets, in 
the school, was their way of life. You got what you 
could by pushing, shouting, stealing — that’s one lesson 
they HAD learned. : 

But this year turned out to be something altogether 
different for them. 

- School counselor Marcella Long began a program 
using L. Ron Hubbard's Study Technology. It was a pilot 
system of individualized learning steps, compiled by 
Abilities Research Associates in California. The 
curriculum is expressed as “read and do” actions on a 
gradient approach designed to give the student WINS 
instead of LOSSES. 

Its goals: to develop in the student responsibility for 
his own learning, and a disposition to help others learn. 
Students were paired as “study buddies” to help each 
other through. 

The results? At semester's end, questionnaires 
indicated these students were happy to be in the pro- 
gram because it was helping them to learn. 

Mrs. Long, veteran educator of 23 years, noted they 
had gradually become more independent and respon- 
sible as the program went on. Though attendance was 
not demanded and required they come to school a half 
hour early, students came every morning. Soon they 
would get their materials and begin working immediately, 
so purposeful they hardly took time to greet friends! 
Some of the more capable students had even begun 
coaching others outside of class to help them progress 
faster. 

This spring, the usual student antagonism is con- 
spicuously absent. In its place is a growing respect for 
themselves and each other. 

Parents are responding too. “I don't know why, but 
lately my son has been the first to volunteer to do odd 
jobs the other kids won't do," writes one. "My daughter 


seems to have more understanding of her work,” writes > 


another. All parents with children in the pilot want it 
continued, all want more information on it, 

A few weeks ago, 19 eight graders begged Mrs. Long 
to offer them the pilot program too. As a result, 17 of 
them are attending a Basic Study Technique class two 
days a week for two hours a day, in their own time 
after school. One mother, because she feels her son is 
improving so much from it, is now taking a supervisor's 
training course in L. Ron Hubbard's Study Tech to be 
able to supervise a group of students next year herself!
